A WORD TO THE GOVERNMENT AND STEAM- 
BOAT MEN. 


The melancholy accident noticed in Saturday’s 
imprespion is, we believe, the fifth ofa similar char- 
acter which has happeved npon the Lower Fra- 
ser within three years ; and upon each occasion 
we have felt it to be our duty, as 8 public jour- 
nalist,| to call the attention of the Government as 
well as'the owners of steamboats to the neces. 
sity of adopting some precautionary measures in 
order to prevent the recurrence, of similar acci- 
dents but the fact that nothing has been done, 
while so many of oar fellow creatures have fallen 
a sacrifice to gross dereliction of duty, does not 
speak very well for either, We once more reit- 








that if no steps be taken in this, matter the next 
time an accident of similar. character takes 
place we shall hold ‘both parties up to the world 
.as being guilty of little if anything short of man- 
slaughter. | 

It is perhaps not exactly our province to sug- 
gest what should be done ; but we may be al- 
lowed to say that in every instance steamers 
plying upon the river should be compelled to 
carry jat least one life-boat and fifty life-preser- 


vers, while those. with open holds should have the, stock of ae 


guards protected by a hand rope or chain, sup 
porte@ by iron stanchions, as in the absence of 
the lower deck the guards of these steamers are 
necesgarily much used both by passengers and 
crew, It would also be well for the commander 
of each steamer to establish « system of drill for 
his crew, by which every man would understand 
his distinct duty in the event of any such acci- 
dent, The steamers running between this port 
and Victorig ought to be requjred to carry at 
least two good Jife-boats and from fifty to one 
hundred life-presefvers, according to the capacity 
of the boat. | 

It is high time that proper sailing regulations, 
such’as obtain in Great Britain and the other 
Colonies, as well as the United States and all 
other civilized countries, were strictly enforced 


upon these waters ; and we would again call ap- 
snagaturday, atthe | on the Government—in the name of the late end 
deeply lamented Mr. Rogers, as well as the four} 
or five who have gone before him—to see to the 
matter at once, and thus clear themselves of fur- 
ther responsibility.
